Reports and Resolutions. 



Report on Education. 

Southwestern University. — We note with pleasure the 
growth and continued prosperity of our central institution of 
learning. Our Curators report their renewed confidence in the 
management and conduct of the affairs of the University. Good 
health has prevailed both among the faculty and student body 
during the past year. Harmony and good order have been main- 
tained; attributable, in part, to the absence of the saloon influ- 
ence; and, best of all, a gracious revival has crowned the labor- 
of our pastor at Georgetown — a revival in which a large per 
cent of the students of the institution have been brought to 
Christ. The efiorts of the scholarly and consecrated faculty in 
thus seeking to instruct our sons and daughters in the profound 
life of the soul, as well as in the principles of learning, meets 
with our hearty approval. The enrollment during the past year 
was 393, but the enrollment for the present session is in excess of 
that of the corresponding time last year by about 60. There are 
21 professors and teachers in the Institution, 11 of whom are 
male and 10 female, 

Giddings Hall, we are glad to say, has proven a most valuable 
aid to the University in the way of providing comfortable homes 
for students of limited means, at the lowest cost. The Hall has 
been taxed well nigh to its fullest capacity during the year. 

The Curators further report, that the University never did 
better work than it is now doing under the able and efficient 
management of the newly elected regent, Professor R, 8. Hyer 
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In this connection, your Board wishes to say that Professor Hyer 
duriug his administration, so far, has profoundly impressed all 
as pre-eminently qualified for the high and responsible position 
to which he has been called, 

An important addition to the Ladies Annex has been made 
during the year, at a cost of about $6,000, which, with other 
improvements recently made, has doubled the capacity of the 
buildings, besides perfecting the hygienic conditions in the way 
of bath rooms, bed rooms, ventilation, etc. The advantages of 
this branch of the Uuiversity are of the highest order. We 
heartily commend it to those who have daughters to be educated. 

Daring the past year, 27 per cent of the students were on the 
free list. There were 54 jmung preachers, Some of these were 
preparing for pastoral work among our German brethren. 
Several are looking for work in foreign fields, Besides, a goodly 
number of the sons and daughters of our ministers have enjoyed 
these free privileges. 

The outlook for a better system of correlated training schools, 
we are glad to say, is more encouraging than ever. 

In addition, we are glad to report that the long dream of Texas 
Methodism — a new building, adequate to our growing needs — is 
about to be realized. The Trustees of the University have 
closed a contract for the erection of a magnificent new building. 
The corner stone was laid September last, and the structure has 
already been erected to the second story. The liberal collection 
recently made for the building fund, together with the promised 
aid of Bishop Galloway in the field within the next few months, 
give renewed hope that the building will be speedily finished. 

This Board heartily approves the plan adopted by Southwest- 
ern University for raisiug funds for the building, 

Chappell Hill Female College. — This school is enjoying 
increased prosperity. It is under the efficient management of 
Professor Landon F. Smith, with a corps of seven (7) teachers- 
The enrollment for the current year is eighty (80), which is an 
increase over last, of 16. Of these, 36 are in the college home, 
while 8 others are boarding in families. The number enrolled 
in college classes is 58; while, in the primary department , there 
are 22. It is worthy of note that six of the young ladies are 
daughters of ministers and are paying half rates for their board 
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and tuition. We commend this institution to our people as 
worthy of their support and patronage. The present indebted- 
ness upon this property is reported to be a note of about $1500 
principal and interest. 

We recommend that the Bishop appoint Rev. E, W. Solomon 
as Secretary of Education. 

We recommend that the Conference appoint the same Sunday 
in March as the day on which the sermon on Christian Education 
(provided for in No. 135 of Discipline) shall be preached, and if 
suitable the collection for education be taken. 

We recommend that the assessment of $250 for Payne and 
Lane Institutes be continued. 

We recommend that the assessment for Education be $1684,80, 
to be distributed pro rata (provided for by No, 412 of New Dis- 
cipline) as follows : $184.80 for General Board, $1500 as hereto- 

fore, for Southwestern University and Chappel Hill Female 
College, divided in the proportion of three-fourths to Southwest- 
ern and one-fourth to Chappell Hill Female College. 

The collection for Payne and Lane Institute is $133,65, less 
$1.15 for printing minutes, $132,50. 

The Educational Collection , which, according to No. 412, of 
New Discipline, is to be combined into one fund and apportioned 
pro rata is $1048.85, less $18.85 paid for printing the minutes. 
$1030, divided as follows: General Board, $112.55; Conference, 

$917.45, of which three-fourths; $688,10, is to be paid to the 
Southwestern University, and one-fourth $229.35 to Chappel Hill 
Female College. The Board of Trustees of Chappell Hill Fe- 
male College is instructed to apply this amount upon the note 
mentioned above. 

Also, we have received from the Sunday School Board, $14.75, 
it being 10 per cent of the collections on Children’s Day, which 
is ordered to be remitted to the Secretary of the General Board 
of Education. 

We further recommend that the following resolution be 
adopted by this Conference: 

Resolved , That the thanks of this Conference are hereby 
tendered Bishop Galloway for his masterly address on Christian 
Education; and learning that he has consented to make a can- 
vass of our State, during the months of January and February 
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in the interests of Education, we extend to him an invitation to 
visit all our charges, and pledge him a warm welcome and our 
hearty co-operation.

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Epworth League. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Yonr Committee on Epworth Leagues beg 
leave to submit the following report: 

We have 69 Leagues in this conference with a membership 
of 2210; decrease, 3 Leagues; 182 members. The Epworth 
League movement was, although providential in its incep- 
tion, ushered in on a tidal wave of enthusiasm. It was a 
new 7 thing; it was also a popular thing. It is not a matter of 
surprise, therefore, that with the marvelous ingathering of 
the young people into this organization during the period of 
conventions, excursions, and picnics, that much chaff should 
be found among the wheat. The conception which many of 
the young people at the beginning of the movement, formed 
respecting the League was, no doubt, that it was designed 
chiefly to afford a general “good time. ” As the true mission 
of the League becomes more apparent, and as the work set- 
tles down to a solid and systematic basis, it is not a matter of 
wonder if many “walk no more w T ith us.” 

While this report shows a decrease in the membership, 
which on its surface appears discouraging, yet we must re- 
member that the League is passing through the period of 
recovery from excessive excitement. We by no means seek 
to apologize for any lack of dilligent effort upon the part of 
our pastors, nor for the state of spirituality that seems just 
at this time to characterize the church. We must remember 
that the League is an integral part of the church. 

The first remedy wb would offer is, that dilligent effort be 
directed towards building up the spiritual life of the League. 

A second remedy we suggest is, that wherever possible 
junior Leagues be organized. They will serve as a healthful 
stimulus to the Senior Leagues, besides affording the very 
best material out of which to organize a Senior League. 

A third suggestive is, that our pastors make dilligent 
effort to circulate the Epworth Era among the Leaguers, as 
every movement must have intelligent direction.

Bible Cause. 

To the Bishop and Member's of the Texas Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — The American Bible Society, instituted 
in 1816, is certainly not to be regarded by us, at this present 
date, as an experiment. What it has accomplished in the 
eighty-two years past, can be seen by referring to the en- 
couraging reports from this great field. 

From all that we can gather from the pastors of our con- 
ference, it appears that only $70.10 have been paid to this 
worthy cause. Some of the pastors, however, state that they 
have sent their moneys to the Society; but we would be 
pleased to know T through what channel the money went, inas- 
much as we now have no general agent; and we would re- 
spectfully recommend that each pastor keep a record of all 
amounts paid, in what way soever, and report same to this 
body at its annual sittings, so that our minutes may show 
the interest we manifest in this work, by the amounts re- 
ported therein. And the reason for especially urging this 
matter of reporting to the Conference all moneys paid is, 
that out of more than ninety pastoral charges, only twenty- 
six make their reports to us; and therefore w T e. as a confer- 
ence, get no credit for our work, on the pages of our annual 
minutes, 

Comparing our present report with that of last year, we 
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tind that we have to report fifty dollars less on this than last 
year's collection, and were we as pastors, to only collect from 
our charges one cent per capita, we would see more than 
$230 raised, and if we were to comply with the request of 
the late general agent, i. e., collect an amount equal to one 
per cent of our salaries, more than $455 would find its way 
into the treasury of this grand institution, and the “word of 
life” would soon be found making its way into the hands of all 
peoples, and the earnest desires of its agents would be real- 
ized. viz: ‘‘A Bible for every Sunday school scholar.”

Orphans’ Home. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

We, your Committee on Orphans’ Home, beg to submit the 
folio wi n g: 

The condition of the Home as reported by the Manager 
and Board of Directors is gratifying indeed. 

The good hand of God has been over the Home in physical 
and spiritual affairs. There is now within the Home 88 chil- 
dren, all of whom are being well cared for, there having been 
no serious sickness. All who are of the age of ten years are 
members of Sunday school and church and living exemplary 
lives. There are also 31 children that have been placed in 
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Christian homes. The material condition of the Home indi- 
cates prosperity. 

The children are well fed and clothed and comfortably 
housed. 

The estimated value of the Home is $20,000, and entirely 
free from debt. It is also well supplied with horses, cows, 
hogs and poultry. 

There are $5,000 in hand for the new building, and the 
Board of Directors have authorized the Manager to begin 
the work as soon as he thinks best. Our assessment of $600 
will be paid in full. 

We endorse the action of the Board of Directors in re- 
electing Rev. W. H. Vaughan as business manager, and in 
placing our assessment for the ensuing year at $700. 

The work of the Home could be much aided if the pastors 
would be prompt in taking their collections for this purpose 
immediately on reaching their work. 

Now therefore, we recommend and especially urge that 
each pastor take this collection, if possible on or before 
Christmas day and that it be in the hands of the manager by 
the first day of January, 1899.

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Temperance and Sunday Observance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

The Me’hodist Church is distinctively a temperance organ- 
ization. She positively forbids the “drinking spirituous 
liquors, unless in cases of necessity.” She emphatically 
declares ‘-drunkenness” to, be “a crime, expressly forbidden 
in the word of God.’’ Her membership is forbidden “to 
manufacture or sell intoxicating liquors to be used as a bev- 
erage, from signing petitions for such sale, from becoming 
a bondsman for any person as a condition for obtaining a 
license, and from renting property to be used for such sale. ’’ 
If organization will eradicate this great evil, our members 
need not go outside her pale. Over six million members sub- 
scribe and adhere to her declared attitude toward the liquor 
traffic. She directs that the members who vioiate their 
most solemn vows, be dealt with as in cases of immorality. 
Her literature is impregnated With the temperance idea. 
Regular and stated days are observed by our Sunday Schools 
and Epworih Leagues, and the lesson text is directed against 

this great evil. And yet she is not one-sided. She seeks to 

* * 

develope the whole man. She says to her communicants: 
“These ought ye to have done and not to leave the other un- 
done. ” To all organizations that seek to rid our country of 
this evil, we bid a Godspeed, but we must impress upon our 
membership, the fact that our church is thoroughly organ- 
ized ana equipped to fight this enemy of mankind. 

The Church forbids “the profaning the day of the Lord,” 
either by doing ordinary work therein, or by buying or sell- 
ing. Here we are quite likely to “despise the day of small 
things. ” It is just as great a sin to buy ice, meat, vegetables, 
papers and cigars on Sunday as it would be to buy a horse’ 
Riding on Sunday brains is clearly a violation of this rule. 
The Sunday excursion trains are an institution of the devil, 
whereby he seeks, by reduced rates, to insinuate himself 
into the character of individuals, and strike a death blow to 
this day of fhe Lord. We deplore the fact that many of cur 
women are kept at home on Sunday s away from the public 
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worship of God, on account of being employed in preparing 
meals for their Sunday guests. Consequently Sabbath visit- 
ing should be discouraged. Let us as teachers of men “come 
out from among them and be separated,” and thus teach 
both by precept and example, that we are to “Remember the 
Sabbath day to keep it holy.”

The Missionary interest in our Conference has prospered 
reasonably well this year. Our collections are a little in ad- 
vance of last year, and our domestic fields have been blessed 
with a good degree of prosperity. 

We have taken one mission field off the list of domestic 
missions — Millican. 

We have added four new ones — two in the Houston District 
and two in the Huntsville. 

The Board has assessed for domestic missions for the en- 
suing year $4,750, including $500 assessed by the Joint Com 
mission for the German work. The General Board assessed 
our Conference $5,200 for Foreign Missions. The Board was 
asked to appropriate $3,450 to our several domestic fields, 
which was a larger sum than the Board could safely appro- 
priate.

The Spiritual State of the Church. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference: 

Your committee to whom an inquiry into the spiritual state 
of the church was assigned, has had the subject under seri- 
ous and prayerful consideration, and offer the following as 
their report: 

At the threshold of this subject stands the question: For 

what does the Church of Christ exist? What end did God 
purpose to accomplish in it, and through it by its institution? 
Negatively, it is not to accomplish the end that any other in- 
stitution on earth proposes to itself; and to project its activi- 
ties on any plan other than its own, is to prove recreant to its 
high calling. Whatever that end may be, if it is being accom. 
plished on a reasonable scale, may be pronounced to be health- 
ful; if there is failure in its accomplishment, to that extent its 
state is unhealthy , and should awaken solicitude. As to this 
end, there can be no controversy among those who are willing 
to be guided in their conclusions by the New Testament. 
This end is clearly twofold; First, to develope in all who enter 
its fold, by the forces and by the agencies lodged in it alone 
by its divine Founder, the Christ character; Secondly, to be 
nsM by Him in carrying forward the conquest of the world 
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to His peaceful sway and these ends are so related that the 
second can not be accomplished with out the first. Whatever 
the Church may possess of wealth, learning 1 , social prestige, 
aesthetic culture, or whatever else, generally or locally, if it 
fails to stamp upon its membership, the Christ character, and 
if it fails to be aggressive to the extent of its ability in push- 
ing forward the conquests of the Gospel, it so far fails in the 
accomplishment of the purpose of its being, and is smitten 
with leanness of soul and spiritu il paralysis. We cannot too 
firmly grasp this truth or too assiduously insist upon it, for 
it carries with it the whole question under investigation and 
gives the criteria for determining our answer. 

Tried by this test, how shall your committee report the 
spiritual state of, to take no wider view, Southern Methodism, 
and more particularly of that portion represented by this 
conference? While everywhere are found those who bear the 
Christ character, is it not true that non-conformity to the 
world — its pleasures, its practices, and often its vices — has 
ceased to be that distinguishing work of church membership? 
Is your committee mistaken in believing that this fearful 
tendency is on the increase; that it threatens to become the 
trend of the church life in the future? If not mistaken, we 
submit that a Christless apostate church shorn of its power 
to elevate humanity, to purify and save* the world, is the 
threat. For a church, Christ no longer its head, has n > use 
in His plans and will have it to die of its own spiritual inani- 
mation. 

It is pertinent to ask, what ciuses have contributed to the 
type of the church life of which we have just spoken, and 
which we all deplore? No doubt these causes are numerous, 
too numerous to mention in this report, but among those that 
we will note, is: 

First, Tne growing want of reverence among our people. 
Without reverence for God and everything made sacred by 
His appointment and touch, a healthy spiritual state is im- 
possible. In our worshipping assemblies are too often wit. 
nessed exhibitions of lightness of c mversution and bearing 
scarcely interrupted by the services, that forestalls the word 
of life and the people inquire why the Gospel is shorn of its 

1 1 
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power. Perhaps nothing has contributed more to the prev- 
alence of this reprehensible levity in our worshipping assem- 
blies than the flippant and sensational style brought into the 
pulpit by many of our latter day evangelists, and copied by 
not a few of our pastors of the different churches. To touch 
the sacred ark of gospel truth, all stained with the blood of 
the crucified One, with innocent hands, is an offense to God 
who commanded Moses to take off his shoes at the burning 
bush; to provoke laughter when penitence is called for, is a 
crime against perishing souls. 

Closely allied with the foregoing is the absence of a deep, 
thorough, scriptural sin-consciousness. While, in the early 
ages of the church, the ingrafting upon Christianity from 
Eastern theosophies, unscriptural phrases of the doctrine of 
original sin led f o the extravagances of asceticism, we submit 
that much of the p vpular teaching of this age is towards the 
opposite ex‘reme. Sin is minified as only an inherited mis- 
fortune and repentance as “quitting one’s meanness,” rather 
than the yielding by voluntary surrender to the impulses of 
a sinward tendency of nature against which the gospel pro- 
vides amply — an act stamped with infinite demerit to be 
repented of with loathing on pain of eternal retribution. The 
outcome of this shadowness of religious conviction is super- 
ficiality of religious character. Much of the preaching and 
revival methods now current might be correctly labeled, 
“Conversions made easy.” What wonder that those who 
are led to feel that, after all, sin is not such a fearful thing, 
should manifest little change of life on entering the church, 
“Our ship of Zion is being loaded down to the danger line 
with a register of cabin passengers in love with their sins- 
It is at this point that our modern evangelists’ movement is 
to be deplored more than anv other. Conversions must be 
counted by the score or hundred, or the evangelist will be 
discounted, and if sinners can not be brought up to a gospel 
standard of repentance and faith, then the standard must be 
lowered to their level. And generally in the direction of 
greed for a statistical display of the number of accessions to 
the church, rather than for a deep, sound, scriptural conver- 
sion lies our danger. 
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A third inquiry that vve raise is, is not the tendency among 
us to regard the church as an organization, rather than as a 
divine organism, pulsating with God-given life? The ten- 
dency is to seek in co operative effort, in some form, the cure 
of ali our ills, and the supply of all our wants. Hence we 
multiply church machinery to meet the increasing demands 
of our unfolding Christian civilization. This is well enough, 
provided the power at the center increases wdth the compli- 
cation of the machinery, otherwise the machinery becomes 
dead weight. Our church polity, more complicated than that 
of any other Protestant churches, needs a higher pressure <»f 
spii itual power to carry the w r eight of its machinery and do 
the work to which it is set. Have we that powe» ? If not, vve 
have before us another cause, and after al 1 , the chief cause, 
of whatever failure in the results of our labors we may de- 
plore. 

This report would be inculpably incomplete were w r e to fail 
to notice the function of the Christian ministry and its rela- 
tion to the spiritual state of the church it is called to serve. 
By the same degree does the urgency rest upon us to see 
that ourselves live daily up to the ideal that we would have 
the church to reach. The esprit de corps among us, our 
average power to win desired results, is elevated or lowered 
by each one of us. It is the climax of folly to expect the 
church to glow with rays of divine glory if ourselves are not 
first bathed in celestial bght. Do our people clamor for en- 
tertainment in the sanctuary rather than for spiritual food? 
If so, have we not created the demand? Do we complain that 
there is abroad a demand for shallow sensationalism rather 
than the bread of life? Where, if not from among ourselves, 
have arisen those that have perverted their taste? A deeply 
spiritual church with a shallow piety is a misfit that will ad- 
just itself by the tearing down of the church to the level of 
the pastor; a consecrated, holy ministry will, in due time, 

give type to the church it serves. If we go out and in among 
our people, into our studies and into the pulpit with hearts 
ligrhtly burdened with a sense of the sacredness and respon- 
sibility of our calling, we will find time to discuss in our as- 
semblies literature, science and social reforms; but if w T e are 
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duly burdened with a sense of the worth and peril of the souls 
of the people, the four cardinal doctrines of our Methodism, 
Repentance, Justification by Faith, the Witness of the 
Spirit, and Holiness in life, will afford one ample field for dis- 
play of all the ability with which God has endowed us. Per- 
haps w T e would find many of our old sermons useless were we 
to take up these themes in real earnest; but a sermon that 
does not embody one or more of these themes, whatever ex- 
cellence it may possess, is powerless for the accomplishment 
of the end for which God has given the ministry to His 
church. 

If, as far as time and space allowed in this report, we have 
indicated some of the causes that are operating an unsatis- 
factory state of the church, the diagnosis indicates the rem- 
edy. For irreverence, the inculation by our precept and ex- 
ample of a profound sense of the majesty of God and the 
sacredness of all that He sets apart to holy uses. For shal- 
lowness in religious conviction and experience, a scriptural 
appreciation of the nature and enorimity of sin, and the in- 
evitable consequence of those w T ho give place to it. For lack 
of spiritual power, the remedy does not lie in the direction of 
the multiplication and adjustment of church machinery but 
in a fresh and copious rebaptism of ourselves and those we 
are called to serve of the Holy Ghost. The way to get this is 
not by calling . conventions to consider the needs of the 
church, but by tarrying in our closets with bared hearts be- 
fore God until we realize the thrill of the Divine life imparted 
to us in its fulness. Never mind naming it, or considering 
its numerical rank in the order of blessings — God has named 
it; and it will come when we throw open an unobstructed 
gateway to its inflow 7 , and not until then. Never mind the 
professing it, it will profess itself before heaven and earth, 
if we really have it, by a Christ-likeness of character and the 
fruits of Holiness. If there is unfaithfulness in our relation 
as pastors, we must amend, if the staple of our sermons is not 
thoroughly evangelical, full of divine life, we must, if we 
would be soul winners, have it so. If any of us have been 
guilty of letting down the whole question of our holy religion 
by lightness of spirit, and manner in the pulpit, to cover our- 
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selves with shame before God for so doing becomes us and 
reformation is called for. 

It were easy to close this report by calling upon the mem- 
bers of this conference each, to merge himself in the body 
by passing a series of resolutions touching the subject in 
hand, but we prefer to have each to face the question in his 
own personality and upon his own responsibility. Praying a 
full baptism of power from on high upon our preachers and 
people we leave this report in your hands.

Memoir. 



REV. JAMES M. WESSON. 

Rev. James M. Wesson, son of Thomas and Mary Wesson, 
was born in Ratcliff Square, London, England, July 18, 1819. 
His parents were pious people, both of them being teachers in 
what was known as the St. George Sunday School, a Parish 
church of the Wesleyan Methodists. 

He states in his reminiscences, That so faithful were his pa- 
rents in his early instructions in the principals of Christianity, 
that at the age of five years he was fully impressed with the im- 
portance of accepting Christ by faith, In his early training was 
laid the foundation of that character which made it possible to 
say of -him, as it is recorded of David, “Having served his day 
and generation according to the will of God, he fell on sleep.” 

Reared in the humble, but pious home, with the example Of 
godly parents before him every day, it may be said of him as of 
Timothy: “That from a child he had known the Holy Script- 
ures.” and they made him wise unto salvation through Jesus 
Christ. . As a child in the home, he was affectionate, truthful, 
and obedient. As a youth, loving home and country, honoring 
his father and mother, as a young man , assuming life’s duties 
in the fear of the Lord. At the age of about thirteen or fourteen 
years he joined a marine society, an organization for the train- 
ing of sailors. 

Your committee was much impressed with one statement, 
made by Bro. Wesson himself; he says: “About this time a move- 
ment for the suppression of intemperance was set on foot by the 
formation of temperance societies, the members of which were 
pledged to abstain from the use of spiritous liquors. Our family 
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joined, I was eight years old when I signed the pledge. I have 
ever blessed God tor this, it kept me from a thousand tempta- 
tions, by keeping me out of evil company. ” 

We have every reason to believe that pledge was never vio- 
lated down to his dying day. This early training so implanted 
the principals of honor and uprightness that he became in all 
life’s affairs, firm, unflinching, and immovable where principle 
was involved. Gentleness and love were twin graces in his 
character, and if he ever thought evil of any one his life did not 
give utterance to the thought. To do good was the ambition of 
his life. 

We read from his own pen: ‘‘On the 10th day of April, 1836, 1 
left London bound for New York, arriving there the 10 day of, 
June, I determined to try my fortune in the new world,’ I at 
once became an apprentice to the carpenters trade. 

He was converted in Rochester, N, Y. Jan. 8, 1839, in a pro- 
tracted meeting conducted by Noah Levering. He at once 
joined the Methodist Church, and was ever afterwards an active 
working member. In 1840 he decided to go west. September 5, 
1840, he arrived in Cincinnati , from there he went to St. Louis, and 
finally landed in New Orleans in 1840, November 19. He left 
New Orleans in a few days on board a ship for Galveston Texas. 
The same ship brought Bishop Waugh to Texas to organize the 
first Methodist Conference in the State in 1840. He arrived in 
Austin, Texas, March 13, 1841, where he went to work at his 
trade, depositing his church letter in Austin the first oppor- 
tunity, and becoming then an active worker in Texas Methodism. 
Attended his first camp meeting at Moore's Prairie June 2, 1841, 
conducted by Robert Alexander and Father Haynie. He w as 
licensed to preach at Bastrop, November 10, 1843. John Clark 
Presiding Elder, and at the same time recommended to the 
traveling connection in the Texas Annual Conference at its ses- 
sion held near Huntsville, Texas, December, 1843. He was ad - 
mitted on trial and was appointed junior preacher on Franklin 
Circuit. He received notice of his admission and appointment 
January 14, 1844. Rev. J. W. Whipple was his Presiding Elder. 
He arrived on his circuit March 30, 1844, he preached his first 
sermon in the house of a Sister Currey, Sunday evening March 
31, 1844, from the text found in Mark, first chapter and fifteenth 
verse.

IiG w as ordained deacon at the Conference in Houston January 
7, 1846, by Bishop Soule. He was ordained Elder by Bishop Ca- 
pers, January 2, 1848. 

He was married three times, On April 1, 1847, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Almira F. Hoskins, whose valuable life and labors 
were spared to him but a few years, she passing away July 7, 
1851. On July 1, 1852, he was married to Miss Nancy Byrd, 
who lived and labored with him through all the years up to Nov. 
2, 1884. Some years after the death of his second wife he was 
united in marriage with Miss Elizabeth Collins, who died De- 
cember 29, 1897. 

During his long and successful ministry, stretching over a 
period of over fifty years, he served the following charges as pastor 
and Presiding Elder: 

In 1844, Franklin Circuit; 1845, Brazos Circuit; 1846, Rich- 
mond; 1847, Brazoria; 1848-9, Galveston; 1850-1, Galveston 
District; 1852-3-4, Rutersville District; 1855, Austin Station; 
1856-7, Washington; 1858-9, Huntsville Station; 1860-1 Galves- 
ton Station; 1862-3, Anderson Circuit; 1864, Huntsville Station: 
1865, Waco; 1866, Plan tersville; 1867, no record; 1868, Hun ts- 
\ ille District; 1869, ^Navasota; lS/'O-l-S, Galveston District; 
1873, Huntsville District; 1874, Navasota; 1875-6, Huntsville 
District; 1877-8, Plantersville and Courtney; 1879, Madisonville 
Circuit; 1880, Bryan Circuit; 1881, Agent American Bible So- 
ciety; 1883, Chappell Hill Station; 1884-5, Milican and Welborn: 
1886, Burton Circuit; 1887 superannuated; in 1888, Montgomery 
Circuit; 1889, superannuated; 1890, Plantersville and Courtney, 
in 1891 , superannuated; since which time his name does not ap- 
pear on the effective list of the Conference. 

After retiring on the superannuated list, honored and loved 
by all his brethren, he did much effective work, laboring in those 
places where his services were most needed, and assisting his 
brethren where he could be of service to them. During his last 
years he was much afflicted, but he was patient and calm, His 
sunset, as his whole ministerial life had been, was radiant with 
the light that beams from the cross, a happy close to a long- 
bright day, a day filled with labors for the Master. He fought 
a good fight side by side with the foremost of those whose names 
enrich the annals of Texas Methodism. He held a place, the 
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peer of the wisest and the best; lie was endowed with a strong 
active physical constitution, and in the vigor and bouyancy of a 
green old age, he was happy and serene in full view of the sun- 
lit shore of his future home. 

Death came, there was no surprise; his lamp was trimmed and 
burning, had been trimmed for more than half a century. When 
the final hour came, he was conscious of his mortal peril, and 
with a heart thrilling responsive to the voice of his triumphant 
faith, he said; “ All is well,” and as the life ebbed out they saw 
him rounding the point with the light just a head; and so life’s 
voyage ended and he anchored safely in the harbor of endless 
Rest. Thus he went from us, but we look longingly after him 
and cry : 

“Go Spirit of the sainted dead, 

Go to thy longed for happy home. 

The tears of man are on thee shed. 

The voice of Angels bid thee come. 

If life be not in length of days, 

In silvered locks, andfuroughed brow, 

But living to the Saviors praise; 

How few have lived so long as thou.”
